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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the longitudinal guiding 
device must be clearly shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). Examiner 
notes that the longitudinal guiding device may already be shown in the drawings but this 
is unclear from the drawings and specifications and so should be clarified. No new 
matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 1, 4, and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over US patent 5347757 in view of US patent 4924625. The sliding door of claim 1 is 

shown in the '757 reference in figures 1-6 where the door is reference numeral 5, 

transverse guides 25 and 43, longitudinal guide 27, and guiding element with curved 

slot 17 and further teaches the vehicle body in column 1 lines 5-6 and the driving device 

in column 3 lines 44-49. However, the guiding element of the '757 reference guides a 

pin, not a pivoting member. The pivoting member is shown in the '625 reference in 

figure 4 reference numeral 5. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 

art at the time of invention. One of ordinary skill would be motivated to combine 

because the combination can eliminate the part of the guided pin and replace it with a 

guided pivot and thus lower material costs which is always desirable in the art. Further,

the guided pivot can allow for a smaller range of motion and thus more controlled 
movement which is always desirable in the art. 

Regarding claim 4, a pivot axis on a carriage is shown in the 757 reference in 
figure 4 where the transverse guide 25 pivots on longitudinal guide carriage 27. 

Regarding claim 5, the driven pivoting movement is taught in the '757 reference 
in column 3 lines 27-35 and 44-49. 

Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
US 5347757 and US 4924625 as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of US 
patent 4644690. The 757 reference shows a curved guide in figure 3 reference 
numeral 17 however it does not show a straight line guide. This is shown in the '690 
reference in figure 4 reference numeral 24. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention. One of ordinary skill would be motivated 
to combine because the curved and straight slot can allow for a more controlled or 
limited door movement which can be desirable in the art. 

Regarding claim 3, the movement along the guide is taught in the 757 reference 
in column 3 lines 27-35.
